the creed, but docs- not live the Chris- 
tian llfct 
i'Rjit goodness is not dead.' There nev- 
er w.is i nation where God was present 
;morc clearly than In ours. Xever wa< 
nocltty sweeter, n"\'cK was thc word of 
man morft s icred, or thc word of God 
more honored or more widely preached 
than here, 


Liberty and Law. 


"If wfr would have God wllh u«, we 


must do His will. God Is eternal; His 
Hw Is Ji,\od. 
Thc reign of God meUns 


thc rs.Un of law. If liberty is where God 
't>, then liberty must be where law Is. 
Whete anarchy Is, there can be no Ilb- 
ert.\. There Is a law of God In the world. 
Man is God's creature, and God has 
marked" out for him a course. In our 
Mvert there lies a divine design. Intel- 
US'- ' conformity Jo our highest llmlta~ 
l otis Is i.-c true liberty. H Is obedience 
that makes us free. 
"In this wonJ we must- always live 


more or less under Ihr restraints o£ so- 
ciety. Xo InaA can be p«.. Mltcd to carry 
out his own will undisturoi.^. If by t-o 
doing he Interferes with other i.nen. 
"Coil's law Is supreme In thlN world; 


liberty lies In the following out 01 ->ur 
•i«" \\lli-*; -Jherefore, he Uho would o>> 
free inui>t make h-s will and Gbd's will 
one. Tne true test of freedom Is willing- 
ness to do God's will. This Js true of 
Individuals anil of nations. Our notion 
is the child of the reformation. "We fiet 
our religious liberty from thc Puritans 
ofr England, from the Huguenots of 
France, from the burghers of Holland. 
from the Covenanters of. Scotland, from 
the republicans, of Geneva. And so our 
liberty -IB God-gl\cn. 
"Finally, God will protect u» In our lib- 


erty If He Is with- us. If we have the. 
spirit of God. we need not fear that we 
shall lose our liberty; for where thc 
*ptrit ot God Is, the.ro is liberty."

Never was there a more perfectly 


Ideal day for a football game. The sum 
came up this momlng and a cloudless 
sky and a crisp cold air sent the blood 
dancing through the veins. Thc day was 
generally observed ns a holiday by stores 
and offices, nnd from 9 o'clock In the 
morning, a crowd that hourly Increased 
began to surge up and dawn the main 
streets In tho heart of the city. 
Capts. Knlpe and Emmons met this 


morning and settled upon the officials 
for the K»me. Laurie Bliss of Yale, was 
chosen for referee, and Harvard wlth- 
dreV their.objections to Dr. Paul JDash- 
<cl of Lchtgh for umpire. Brooke of 
Harvard' fcnd Schoff of Pennsylvania 
wore chosen 
for linemen. During thc 


morning both teams spent thc time quiet- 
ly resting and waiting for the hour of 
2 o'clock to arrive. 
i ne Hates were thiown open at_noon 
and a constant stream of people- poured- 
th rough for two hours, a he stands ac- 
commodated 27.030 people, and as the 
hour of 2 o'clock approached. 23.000 peo- 
ple were seated upon them. 
As thc day progressed It had grown 


warmer, nnd by 3 o'clock thc air was 
almost balmy and no discomfort attach- 
ed to fitting for hours out of doors. 
While the crowd awaited thc coming of 
the two teams the usual scenes tfat at- 
tended a big football game were en- 
acted. Thc big south stand was a mov- 
ing mnss of humanity, but made Its pres- 
ence very evident by the wavfne 
of- 


thousands ot red and blue fia^s, thun- 
derous cheers and college songs. 


Opening the Game. 


At 1:55 o'clock a sudden rlslrtg of the 


people In the southeast corner of the 
Pennsylvania stand tu.ued.every eye In. 
that direction, and tht next minute thc 
Pennsylvania* bounded over thc fence 
onto thc field. Thc entire stand broke 
out Into a blaze of red and blue and 
halt the north station waved an answc.- 
back. Thc deep toned cheer of Pennsyl-1 
vnnla arose on the air and for several 
minutes thc din was de°nfenlng.
